Mr.  Millstein  is  Russian  by 
birth,  American  by  adoption.  He 
first  studied  in  his  native  city  of 
Odessa  with  Stoliarsky,  later  with 
Leopold  Auer  iin  Petrograd.  Al¬ 
though  he  played  in  public  when 
he  was  only  ten  years  old,  he  did 
not  undertake  a  career  as  a  ‘‘child 
prodigy"  and  he  was  nineteen 
when  he  made  his  first  concert 
tour  of  Russia — a  .-joint  recital 
with  a  close  friend,  Vladimir  Ho- 
rowitz. 

In,  1925,  Milstein  left  Russia, 
taking  nothing  with  him.  Even 
his  Guadagnini  had  remained  be¬ 
hind.  He  arrived  in  Paris  with 
no  violin,  no  money,  no  connec¬ 
tions.  It  was  only  a  short  time, 
however,  before  a  concert  man¬ 
ager  heard  of  his  arrival  and  of¬ 
fered  him  a  debut  concert ,  A  mu¬ 
sic  patron  lent  him  a  Stradivarius 
for  the  occasion  and  after  his  first 
concert  procured  other  engage¬ 
ments  throughout  Europe. 

In  the  years  since  then  he  has ' 
played  widely  In  Egypt  and  Pales¬ 
tine, 'has  toured  South  America 
three  times  and  Mexico  twice .  He

Outstanding  ir;  the  United 
States  this  week  was  Secretary 
of  State  Cordell  Hull’s  report 
given  to  Congress  and  the  nation 
on  the  successful  completion  of 
the  Moscow  pact  and  its  effect 
on  the  post-war  world.  In  this 
conference  the  United  States 
pledged  to  assist  the  United  Na¬ 
tions  in  the  post-war  peace  en¬ 
forcement.  Secretary  Hull  is 
the  first  cabinet  member  to  speak 
before  a  joint  session  of  Con¬ 
gress. 

Also  in  Washington  the  attempt 
to  hold  down  the  price  of  bread 
|  by  a  $9,000,1X10  a  month  subsidy 
'  plan  met  definite  opposition  frem 
congressional  and  farm  protests. 
The  bread  program,  including  a 
ceiling  price  on  hard  wheat, 
awaits  only  the  signature  of  Eco¬ 
nomic  Stabilization  Director  Fred 
U.  Vinson,  which  is  expected 
this  week. 

On  the  Russian  front  s  German 
counter-offensive  by  some  159.- 
000  troops  and  hundreds  of  tank: 
forced  the  Red  Army  to  reireaf 
from  several  villages  and  towns 
in  the  sector  west  of  Kiev .  This 
if:  the  first  acknowledgment  of  the 
(oss  of  liberated  towns  since  the 
Soviet  Army  began  the  triumph¬ 
ant  summer  offensive,  July  12 
which  swept  Germans  from  all 
but  one- fourth  of  Russian  ter¬ 
ritory  they  had  occupied.
